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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


The growing interest in the library, the increase 

in the number of patrons and the books' circulation 
are shown by the statistical report for library 
circulation per capita. This has steadily increased 
from .7 in 1980 to 2.2 in) 1982 to 4:3 an 1966. 
you adults and young folks for making this possible. 


Many thanks to all of you who have donated books, 
magazines and money to the library. They are needed, 
appreciated and used. Your books were NOT among the 
610 old books we had for sale during the summer, 
which were disposed of in this way - 2 boxes were 
donated to Firemen's Field Day, 310 books were sold 
for $31.00, 1 large box was given to Beverly Loud 
for use by senior citizens, 7 boxes were given toa 
church library and any that were left after voting 
day last fall were accepted by the Salvation Army. 


Twenty-eight dollars of the sale money was used to 
help pay for children's books: Three sets were 
purchased; set one consisted of eight Wonder Books 
on Animals, Dinosaurs, Horses, Aircraft, Battles, 
Cars, Ships and Trailways; set two had six Latimer 
Fact Books of Aircraft, Astronomy, Animal Life, 
Early Man, Space Flight and Weapons and Wartare, sser 
three contained twelve books on sports - Baseball, 
Basketball, Boxing, Ballooning, Football, Hockey, 
Motorcycle Racing, Racing Cars, Rodeo, Skiing, Tennis, 
and Track. These 26 books came to $128.00. 


For the adults, the Chilton'’s Repair and Maintenance 
Books on auto, truck and van, import cars, motor- 
cycles and ATV's, tractors, small engine repair, 

etc. were purchased. Total cost for the repair Books 
was $120.65.

The Town Clerk, as a Municipal Agent for the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles, is participating in the new 
plate issue - renewals to previously registered 
vehicles may obtain the new graphic passenger plates 
through the Municipal Agent.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND

Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than 
normal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children 
and fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. 
Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention.

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest 
regulations; however, your assistance is needed.

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REPORT OF THE EFFINGHAM PLANNING BOARD 


The Board held 12 regular meetings consisting of 
requests for a proposed 147 lots on 9 subdivisions. 
Approved were 7 subdivisions totaling 41 lots. 


The Board has held weekly work meetings since July 
in addition to our regular monthly meetings. The 
weenie meetings have pertained entirely to planning 
Erfingham's growth attitude and the direction(s) to 
follow to most effectively represent the town’s 
people. Two public informational meetings and a 
questionnaire to research the town's attitude on 
zoning, growth and future budgeting resulting from 
whatever action the town taxes on these issues also 
complimented our work meetings. 


From these meetings and the questionnaire, the Plan- 
ning Board has researched the possibilities of 
Interim Zoning, an Interim Growth Management Plan, 

a Capital Improvement Plan and a Growth Management 
Plan. The results to date have been openly dis- 
cussed at the meetings and WE MIGHT REQUEST THAT WE 
HEAR YOUR OPINION IF YOU HAVEN'T BEEN TO THE 
MEETINGS OR ANSWERED THE QUESTIONNAIRE. 


The proposed Historic District was presented for the 
Planning Board's consideration by the Landmarks 
Association. The required public hearings were held 
and the district will be found as a Warrant Article 
on this year's Warrant. 


In addition, Sara Piper, Heidi Robinson and Ramsay 
Thomas met a state planner in Concord to discuss 
aspects of the town’s growth and management. Raymond 
Van Tassel and Sara Piper also attended the 1986 
Municipal Law Lecture Series in Meredith, NH. 


Ramsay Thomas was appointed an alternate member in 
August. 


The present rate of subdivision requests is going to 


present us with another active year. Please be aware 
of upcoming meetings and another questionnaire soon 
to be presented to you. Your input on these very 


important issues is the only feel the Planning Board 
has and can only represent you from the people we 
hear from.

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VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


We enclose the schedule of costs of providing home health services to 
Effingham residents in 1986 and the computation of our 1987 appropri- 
ation request in the amount of $1,950.00. We have computed our request 
based on services provided between 10/01/85 and 09/30/86. In our compu- 
tation we continue to spread the indirect care costs by the ratio of 
visits made to each town. 


Our request represents an increase of $1,100.00. Services to Effingham 
residents decreased as the following statistics show:

Number of residents receiving care 18 13 

Home visits by Agency Staff 178 Th 
Home Health Aide visits contracted through 

Carroll County Health and Home Care O 6) 


In addition to these home services we also provided Well Child Clinic 
services to 12 pre-school children. 6 school age children attended our 
immunization clinic held in co-operation with the local school system. 
4% residents attended our Flu Immunization Clinic. 


As the number of residents receiving services decreased this year there 
is also a slight decrease in the number of visits made. The level of 
care we now provide has become more intensive and sophisticated and 
requires more advanced levels of care. 


We continue to bill insurances of all kinds for our services whenever 
possible. For those people whose care is not covered by insurance 
benefits we request that they pay as much of the charge as possible. 

77% of the residents receiving on-going home care in Effingham were over 
65 years of age and are generally living on fixed incomes. All home 
health services are provided under direct orders from a physician; we 
have continued to provide the services ordered without full payment for 
several residents who cannot afford the full fee. 


If our appropriation request cannot be granted in full on the basis of 
this information a hearing with the Board of Selectmen is respectfully 
requested.
